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ABSTRACT 

A- self -instruction module on basic library skills for 
students, in education is presented for use ib the F.W. Crumb Library 
of the State University of Ne^w York at Potsdam. Following statements 
of objectives and an introductory overview of the module, maps and 
instructions for a walking tour of the library are provided. 
Instructional activities include fclass ox individual meetings with 
librarians, practice in finding bibliographies and identifying types 
of material from bibliographic citations, and diagnostic 
self-instructional exercises. Topics covered include refexence 
sources, the card cata?log, periodical literature and indexes. 
Educational Resources Information Cei^ter (ERIC) , and the curriculum 
materials center. Suggestions are given for further reading on the 
search process. A final self-test of basic library skills terminates

Teachers (W^ education students) have many different kinds of resource needs. They 
^ • may want to examine recent research on a. theory of learning to see how it would affect 
their philosophy of education. They may want a s unwary of what research has revealed 
about the teaching of reading to disadvantaged children. Or they may v;ant suggestions for 
developing a lesson plan, or a list of resources to help teach a certain topic. A teacher 
with any of these*needs may decide to come to the library. Finding good answers to these ^ 
very different kinds of needs will incolve different searching methods.' A teacher wanting 
to use library resources has to know at least a Httle about how information on educational 
problems is found in ai library. , ' 

Libraries are designed for people who knov/ how to use them. If you doriH, you may 
have v'ery limited ©r perhaps no success at using one. Jhis iso't very surprising, most 
complex systems (eg. automobiles, computers) are thi-s way. Yet many people resist the^. 
idea that libraries have progressed beyond the point wh^ere a- few simple skills would suf- 
fice to reveal all library resources. Mo,re information and the need to search this 
information more efficiently have made necessary more sophisticated library searching 
tools. These new searching. tools and methods are of ten 'harder to learn to use but 
they usually mean you can search through more information more quickly. In short, 
famili^ity with the card catalog and a few well-known reference books is only a start 
■ (and perhaps a poor one) toward ge^ing the kinds of information you really need. 

Part of the diffic-ulty in finding information is that ther6 are five separate col- 
lections of materials in most education libraries. Each tends \.k> contain a particular 
tyii of information but the overlap and interrelation is such that often you will want 
to search more than one. These five main collections are: < 

1. The Referen ce MlqciLOTJ /onsists mostly of bibliographies, indexes, encyclopedias, 
handbooks, data-books , /tc. There are hundreds of reference books dealing with 



/ 
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aso -cts of educatton. They are often good places to start a search since they may save 
you time by a) helping you focus your interest, b) directing you tov/ard the important 
matcTTials on your subject, or c) providing the ansv/er to specific questions you have. 

2. iio oks, report s, and other catalxiged docunght s are often survey treatments of issues 
r in education. While books don't usually represent the forefront of inquiry in a 

field, tfiey may be a good place to. find a lot of research and .ideas on your topic 
brought together in one place. 

3. Journal lilcr aturc. This is prescntlj^ the fastest print method of communication in most' 
disciplines. There arc journals for many w^ifferent uses. Some report current research. 
Others survey develo|]^Tients in*>a more general manner. Others present mainlj? practical 
suggestions for classroorfi activities. There is a journal for almost every type of 

• significant problei.i, and nc\i journals appear constantly. ' There are, conservatively, 
700-800 U.S." journal^related to educational problems. , . . « 

4. CRIC (the Educational Resources Information Center) indexes ahd distributes a large 
collection of documiiiifs on educational problems and issues. Numbering over 110,000 
dgcu;ncnts no\/, it has become one of the most important resources for edu(/ation.^ You 
will find here researcii reports, conference proc<dings, curriculum guides, position 
papers , etc. . " - 

5. The Curriculan jlAt^XlLlJL^Qp.l^^^ contains a collection of teaching materials used in 
elei.ientary and secondary schools' and curriculum guides used by teachers in planning , ^ 
to teach tliese grades. • . . ..... 

t.ach of these collections could be used- separately , but any search will inevitably 
Icad you from one into the othL^s. There arc certain merthods or "strdtfcgies"*of searching 
that are recditimeiidod. These mcthads generally lead ta thermos t important fiiaterials 
in tiic least tii.io. Ihe firsl step in any scarcli is the process of defining ty<?H>^ needs - 
of puUing in the form of questions wliat' you would like to' know. These questiottf usually 
imi)ly or hint at a direction to proceed in youi^ search. Generally yo'u will either have a 
O .»ro!;l('.:i tiiat can be ansv/ercd quickly by locating h particular piece of information ' • \ 
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(using directories i lists, statistics, or other such referenct? and fact books),* or more • 
lik-cly you will have a problem that requires at least some searcbing'of^the litejj^ure. / 

Developing a list of key w6rds that describe your topic is the next step in literature 
searching. It is unfortunate (but inevitable) that there is no consist ancy in terminology 
between the collections in the library. You will have to be flexibrle in your choice of 
key words. Materials on "interest centers" may appear under that term in one place, but 
may be subsimied under "individualized instruction" or Qven "Education-experimental methods" 
in another. Make a list of the words most specifically identifying your topic. for 
example, if you were interested in methods for teaching mentally handicapped children you 
would produce a list of kay words like "Mentally handicapped — Education!', "Mental 
retatdation" , "Educable mentally hand^i?^ped" , ^'Retarded children", "Handicapped children — 
Education". Some of these tenns wpuld be useful when lookidg in one collection and. others 
in another. In the course of yoir search you will probably find still other Dseful terms. 

* At this point you are readj^to begin looking for material. There is likely t^o be 
ui^efuj information in each yr^thc five main collections described above. The best one to , 
ch<^*ck first is often the reference Siection.^ Finding a good reference bQ6)k may lead you 
very quickly to key works in the other sections. To find reference books, use the card 
catalog or any of the guides to reference books in education. Important guides include:

These gu)idf*'j explain the important literature searching methods and i'Ools and also 
note j>articularly important works. If your topic is one that lias received substantia^ 'at-' 
'tertlion in the pri::t,^it will probfib.ly bo po.ssiblo ^o^^find coverage in a reference^ source — 
either a summary of current thought, a bibliography of works on the topic, or both. If

Bi.bl iographies are among the most useful of the reference books. They can be found 
by searching the card catalog by subject with the subdivision "Bi.bl iograprir^^'^as jin^ 
'Mcalth exlucatioh--Bibl iography"'. The same guides mentioned aBove will also often list 
important bibliographies, Tfiere is also a service called Bibliographic. Index (table 8 in • 
tlic reference a^ea), v/hich ijists bibliographies that have appeared as parts-of books or 
articles. i • * ^ 

A proUlcm that is very nbw» or "has received little attention will likely not be covered 
in the books in the reforencp collection. Your task will then be to enter the other four 
collections directly. Skill! infusing the searching tools in these col lections v/i 11 be ac- 
quired gradually, with practice. Librarians* are available to help you, especially in your 
initial, confusing attempts. j Some v/ords of advice about each mpy be he]pful. 

Books, reference books, Reports, government documents, publications of associations, and 
oti^cr nonpor iodical publications are 'located by searching the card catalog by aqthor^title 
or su!)joct.

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Indaxing and abstracting services to lyeriodical literature constitute nearly one 
haU of the reference collection «f the •] ibrary. These tools will enable you to'find 
articles on a given topic that may have appeared in aoy of hundreds of journals. Tha • 
most important indepces fd^ education are: E duca-tton Index- -covering some 250 of ^the jnost 
well-known journals and Current Index to Journjkls in Education- -which covers about 700 
journals that relate wholly or in part to educalnon. More special izecK in their coverage 
are services such as Chtld Development Abstra/ts and Bibliography , Sociology of Education 
Abstracts , arid Mental Retardation Abstracts ; Others that cover journals, in areas closely 
related to education include Psychological Abstracts , Sociological Abstracts , Public 
Affairs Information. Service (PAIS), and Social Sciences and Humanities Index, ' There is 



at least jone indexing or abstracting service covering the journal 
discipline^ Indexes apd abstrac'ts,. while performing very similar

Uo library will subscribe to aVl \the journals covered in thfese 
volu:/ies. You will need to check the list of periodical hoh dings of the^library to find 
out/\/hich are available in the library and where they will be found. • Requests for articles 
fro/n journals that the library does not have can be ^led* -hrough the interlibrary loan 
network. (Ask at the Information Desk for more informatioi ab^jut this service.-) 

The fourth important resource collection, (after ref preach materials, books and ' 
periodicals), is the ERIC system. ^ The Educational Resourdfis Information Center has been 
collecting and disseminating documents on educational issues and topics since about • 
1964. This library maintains a complete file of the ERIC documents on microfichg cards. 
Searching for ERIC^^^dooiincnts ^ done through its index Rcpources in Education .! (Formerly 
K^A9A^1P1LJJ1J"A^^^^ The subje.ct terms used in RIE are listed in the Thesaurus of 

EJiL^^. should be consulted when beginning a search. It is also possit\e* 
to search the ERIC collection by author or by institution. * (e.g. "Northwest Reqional 
Education Lab") Abstracts of all documents in this collection are found tTI the volumps' 
.accoMpanying tfie annual indexes to RI£. Riding the abstracts will help you determine 
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whether you want to read the entire document. Documents in the ERIC collection will 
Include research reports, position papers, bibliographies, research re^'iews, curriculum, 
guides; and other timely papers. The microfiche is easily read on readers located near - 
the collect-ion. Paper reproductions of these dpcuments can be made, through requests 
submitted to the Information Desk. For further infomjation on ERIC - ask at the 
Information Desk - or see Library Leaflet 4, "ERIC Reference Tools" . 

The final caTlection of interest to teachers and^students is the Curriculum Materials 
Center.^ 4+ere you will find jnstrOctional materials used in elementary and Secondary ^ \ 
-School teaching. There are materials designed fpr actual classroon use as well as gyides 
for teachers planning classes. The teaching materials collection includes te^ts, work- . 
books, "games, "and other instructional materlo^s. It also oft^TTTncludes teachers manuals 
and statements about the objectives' and theory behind the materials. A collection 

of curric«um guides -is aldo located in this Center. These are outlines or .^u^stions
